provinces. 

Some doubt has existed in the legislature as to whether the 
Bracken administration was in favor of a compulsory pool 
The premier made it plain today that Manitoba would neces- 
sarily have to make the legislation compulsory in acordance 
with the measures adopted in Saskatchewan and Alberta if 
wheat board legislation was to be passed here,

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WHY TAKE IT ALL? 


It is proposed at the present session of the 
cegislature to so amend the law that when a par- 
cel of irrigated land falls into arrears of taxes 


the board of trustees may sell such portion of it as 


will meet the claim, leaving the balance in posses- 
sion of the owner. That arrangement might be ex- 
tended to land generally, in town and country, 


with advantage to all concerned. 
the owner of two city lots gets into arrears in re- 
pect to each, both lots have to be sold or taken over 
by the city. Usually the lots cannot be sold and 
the net result is that the city finds itself with 
two lots that it does not know what to do with. 
But the owner has been deprived of property os- 
‘ensibly worth many times the value of the arrears, 
and in a good many cases in this and other cities 
he is left ‘‘broke.’’ It would obviously be better 
for the city to take one lot and leave the other in 
position to be taxed in future years; and it would 


certainly be doing no more than justice 
ta give the defaulter a ehance to save 
half of his property. The same _ holds 
true as to a party owning two quarter 


sections of land in the same municipal district. 
The law as it stands now practically compels 
the municipal authorities to pauperize a tax-payer 
who falls into arrears, however extensive his hold- 
ings may be, and however ridiculously small the 
amount of the arrears in comparison to the nor- 
mal value of his property. That is sheer injustice 
to the individual; but it is also bad policy for the 
municipality and for the province. If the munici- 
palities of Alberta are ever to get on their feet 
ihey will have to stop exterminating tax-payers. 
And if Alberta is to encourage out-siders to come 
here to invest and live it will have to stop squeez- 
ing out those who have already done so. It is use- 
less—and also something approaching a crime—to 
keep thumping the immigration drum and at the 
same time go on confiscating property and bank- 
rupting tax-payers because poor crops and post 
war conditions have made it impossible for them 
to keep ahead of the tax-collector. In the matter 
of tax recovery it is time to season justice wth 
merey and severity with sense. The proposed 
amendment to the Irrigation Districts Act sug- 


gests one way that can be done.

FRANCE KILLS THE LIBEL 


Military occupation is never a congenial state 
of affairs. Thus far the French officials and 
troops and the German residents of the Ruhr dis 
trict have been getting along a good dea! better 
than was to be expected, and rather better than 
was to be reasonably hoped. There are some 
signs that the early forbearance which made the 
best of a bad situation is breaking down. The 
workers in the mines and factories and on the rail- 
ways have in a pretty general way quit, and the 
publie are showing a tendeney to develop some 
thing more than passive resistance. Clashes have 
occurred between the occupational troops and 
mobs, but not of a serious nature, and toward the 
end of the week military rule was established 
which seems to amount to martial law. 

There is no way of knowing what will follow 
That rests with the people of the occupied terri- 
tory. They have been asked to do nothing worse 
than work for a living as usual. If they persist in 
refusing to work, the immediate prospect is that 
they will get hungry. That France will feed them 
in idleness is not at all likely, That it will toler- 
ate a general condition of hunger riots is no more 
Ilkely. There is another alternative. it can pro- 
vide them with transportation and escort them 
to the border of the occupied zone. That is a 
thing that may come about if the general strike 
continues, 

But there is one fact which deserves world 
wide attention. 
German government or on behalf of the people of 
the Ruhr territory that would show or suggest 
that the French officials have been abusing the al- 
most limitless power they hold over the persons 
and property of the inhabitants, or that the French 
soldiers have got ‘‘out of hand’’ and committed 
excesses. 

The occupation of the Ruhr, compared with 
the occupation of Belgium and northern France, 
is a striking illustration of the difference between 
the kind of rule the Kaiser tried to destroy and the 
kind he tried to set up. It is the final and un-

_ The conclusion is plain. If Foch can control 
his troops in the Ruhr distriet, Von Kluck could 
have controlled his troops in Belgium and Franse 
if he had wanted to. The horrors which shocked 
the world and made the great war a struggle to 
save civilisation from barbarism did not ‘‘just 
happen’’ because the German soldiers could not 
be kept under discipline. The guilt of that unpar- 
allelled carnival of blood and outrage rests upon 
the directors of the military machine, from Wil- 
helm down. Their example, their attitude, and 
their code of military ethies, inspired the thing; if 
‘‘frightfulness’’ was not actually ordered by them. 
It will no longer be possible to libel humanity 
with the falsehood that such things are inciden- 
tal to the military occupation of a hostile coun- 
try. France is not doing to the people of occupied 
Germany what was done to the people of the coun- 
tries over-run by the German armies. What mili- 
tary occupation means depsnds altogether on who 
is directing the operation and Jaying down the 
laws for the conduct of the oceupying army. 


MORE PROJECT THAN PEACE. 


That ‘Project for a Treaty of Peace’’ seems 
to be mainly a list of terms which the Turks say 
they will fight rather than accept. 


ANY CHANGE LOOKS GOOD. 


Lenin graciously offers to take the Armenians 
off the hands of the Turks. He will, he says, allow 
them to migrate into southern Russia and live 
there if they become Russian subjects. But they 
cannot have a ‘‘national home’’ and self-govern- 
ment. The Armenian representatives at Lausanne 
say the offer looks good to them. It is not saying 
very much for conditions in Russia that the much- 
persecuted Armenians would rather try their luck 
there than continue to live under Turk rule, but 
it is saying a good deal as to conditions under 
Turk rule that they would rather take chances on 
what the Soviet will do to them, 


CANADA'S SECOND CHANCE. 


The under secretary of state says if Germany 
fails to pay, Canada will collect its reparations 
claims from the property of German ‘‘nationals.’’ 
If the claim is at all in proportion to the cost and 
loss imposed upon the Dominion by the war there 
must have been quite an army of German subjects 
in this country when the crash came. And if their 
aggregate possessions are sufficient to pay any 
fair share of the war debt they must have aver- 
aged higher in worldly goods than other people. 
As for the threat to confiscate their property, 
however badly the parties concerned may feel 
themselves to be treated they have the satisfaction 
of knowing that they would not be very happy at 
present if they and their possessions were at home 
in the Fatherland. 


NOTHING DOING. 


The Willowmoor local of Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers wants a plebiscite taken on the question 
of whether the people of the Western provinces 
want to secede from the Dominion. The move- 
ment got as far as the program committee of the 
provincial convention, and was included in the 
list of subjects for discussion. That is likely the 
last that will be heard of it. Outside Wilowmoor, 
wherever that may be, there is no great clamor 
for secession in these provinces, nor any latent 
aspiration in that direction waiting to be touched 
off to spring into an active demand. Seceding from 
the Dominion is in fact about the last thing the 
Western people are bothering their heads about, 


already, and they would be a good deal higher by 
the time we got a separate ‘‘national’’ govern- 
ment and Parliament set up and doing business on 
the prairies. That is the first and least of the 
reasons why there won't be any secession plebis 
cite, but it is good enough to go on with 


A REAL CARNIVAL. 


Edmonton has demonstrated that it can put on 
a winter carnival worthy of the name; that is 
beyond dispute. The entertainment offered dur 
ing the week was varied, continuous, and there 
was plenty of it; and it certainly drew the crowds, 
At the performances staged in the arena the pro 
grams were long, interesting all the way, and the 
proceedings began promptly and were 
through without any tiresome waits. It is fair to 
say that the whole affair was better than the ad 
vance notices promised it would be, which is say 
ing a good deal for any kind ofan entertainment 
enterprise in these days of the highly imaginative 
press agent. The result of the first attempt sug- 
gests that the winter carnival has come to stay, 
and that it will be a regular event on the calendar 
hereafter. That is none the less likely because 
a substantial balanee remains in the cash box 
after paying the expenses 


The French Ministry of Labor reports that the 
cost of living in that country is still three times 
what it was in 1914.
